Companies Eilect an AKreenient— Increase of 
Two Cents Per Found. 

Sas FttAJfCisco, March 17. — The pow- 
der war is over. An arrangement has 
been affected bo;wet;n the .•i.tlantic and 
Pacific coast con>panies, and the latter 
will sign their agreement to-day if the 
programmo is carried out. There ia a 
dual arrangement. One covers the neu- 
tral belt, and is between the manufac- 
turers of powder in the East and those 
of California. 

The second division of the powder 
agreement is between the California, the 
Giant and the Jodaon companies, and 
includes Waehinxton, Oregon, Califor- 
nia, Nevada, Arizona and Idaho. The 
pact inoludes black- powder and dyna: 
mite. The advance on the Patiiflc coast 
will bo slightly greater than in the neu- 
tral belt. Almost every shipping point 
varies on the schedule, but as a general 
proposition the increase will be nearly 
2 cents a pound. Thus, No. 2 dynamite, 
which has been selling from S to 8}... 
cents a pound, will be advanced to Q^V 
and 10 cents, and bl&ck powder from $1 
to ^1.25 a keg.

DYNA.MITE IN CUBA. 

Two Hundred and Fifty Spanish Troops 
Blown to Death by the Insurgents. 

New York, March 17.-^A Havana 
special to the World says: Through 
Cubans here it is learned that a train 
carrying Spanish troops was blown up 
by dynamite while I assing oyer a deo)) 
gorge south of Candelaria, Pinar del Rio 
province, and nearly 2o0 soldiers were 
killed or injurad. Tbe;:locomotive and 
six cars were demolished. The tragedy 
occurred about March 10. 

The insurgents lay in ambush near by. 
It is understood that Capt. John Lynn, 
a young American electrical engineer, 
who has made himself famous in Cuba 
by his work with the dynamite gun, con- 
trived the affair. The train approaclied 
the bridge about 3 o'clock in the moi'n- 
ing. When fully on it all the charges 
were exploded, the engine and cars flew 
into the air like so many chips, and fell 
into the deep gorge below, crushing dead 
and injured alike. The wreckage caught 
lire. 

tVs soon as the explosion occurred the 
insurgents dashed from their ambuscade 
with a wild cry and began to raaBsaci-e. 
But for the timely hoisting of a white 
flag by Colonel Jlorcs, who was in com- 
mand of the Spanish forces, every man 
would have been macheted. As it was 
the Cubans secureri 300 prisoners, 
including ten oflicers. The private 
soldiers, after being divested of most 
of their uniforms, were released and 
sent to San Cristobal, the oflicero be- 
ing retained as hostages for twenty-live 
insurgents who are held at Artemiea, 
and threatened with death. The. Spani- 
ards admit the dynamiting of the train, 
but claim the details were exaggerated. 
Word comes from Santa Clara of two 
fierce engagements on Thnrsday and 
Fridav, in ~^which the Spaniards lost 
heavily. Five battalions of troops were 
sent to that place yesterday. 

APPEAL TO THE SWORD. 

Fight Between a French Amateur and the 
Master of the Italian School of Arms, 

Paris, March 17.— A duel with swords 
was fought this afternoon in the paik of 
St. Guen between Chevalier Pini, master 
of the Italian school of arms, and M. 
Thomeguex, a French ■ amatetir swords- 
man. The meeting aroused intense in- 
terest and arose from a letter insulting 
Pini, as an outcome of a recent assault 
at arms. Pini is regarded as the first 
swordsman of the world. Tnomeguex is 
a prominent Transvaal Uitlander, or re- 
sident of foreign birth. The duel lasted 
half an hour. Pini easily held his own 
and only disarmed his adversary. Later 
Pini lunged violently at M, Thomeguex's 
right breast. The latter tiaTf parried the 
lunge, but Pini's rapier pierced his 
shirt. Finally M. Thomeguez was 
wounded in the face and the duel was 
stopped. 

WAR f REPARATIONS. 

Britain's Military Establishments Ordered 
to Make Ready for Foreign 
Service. 

London, March 17. — Secret and rapid 
preparations are being made at Wool- 
wich and other military eBtablishmente 
of Great Britain. The chiefs of the vari- 
ous garrisons have been ordered to pre- 
pare details from regiments available for 
foreign service. A number of large 
steamers have been chartered by the 
government and have been ordered to 
embark war stores at Woolwich for 
Malta. Two thousand tons of tho stores 
will leave Woolwichto-morrow. Trouble 
is expectctl at the Capo of Good Hope. 
War stores are being rapidly forwarded 
there by all the Castle line steamera 
which have been fitted with special 
magazines. 

CUBAN FILIBUSTERS. 

Clearance Papers Withheld From Suspicious 
Vessels— Bebring Sea Patrol— Knights 
of Labor. 

Washington, March 17.— The. cabinet 

yestenhty considered the rjuestion of the 
enforcement of the neutrality laws with 
particular reference to the treatment of 
such vessels ab tlie Dauntless, which are 
under suspicion of Cuban filibustering, 
but seek to secure clearances in routine 
fashion. A nuiuber of legal points are 
involved and Attorney-General McXen- 
na was asked to prepare a legal opinion 
on ihem. Today, by appointment, Sec- 
retaries Sherman, Long and Gage and 
Attorney-General McKenna met the 
president for further discussion of the 
subject. 

It is understood bhat it was decided 
that for the present at least and until 
the matter ia ])aBsed on by an official 
opinion from tlie attorney-general, the 
I)olicy of the administration M'ill be to 
refuse clearnuce papers to vessels Bup- 
posed to be engaged in filibustering 
operations in aid of tho Cuban insur- 
gents unless an athdavit is made by the 
owner or master of the vessel that there 
is no intention to violate tho neutrality 
laws of the United States, the burden of 
proof that there is no improper motive 
involved in the sailing of the vessels be- 
ing on the owner or master. This ques- 
tion has been a cause of some annoyance 
to the officials of tho administration and 
the tug Dauntless, now detained at .Jack- 
sonville on suspicion of having filibuster- 
ing intentions, will probably not have 
her clearance papers gritnted t^Qtil she 
performs certain further requirements. 

The furnishing of a patrol fleet for the 
protection of seal life in Behring gea was 
iilso a matter of consideration to-day, 
but no conclusion was reached. 

The executi\te board of the Knights of 
Jjibor to-day began its quarterly meet- 
ing, which will .continue for several 
days. Messrs. Sovereign, McGuire, 
Siartin, Best and Hayes are in attend- 
ance.

Corbett Vali.mtly Defends 
Laiuels But Meets a 
Better Man. 



His 



Three Thousand People Witness the 
Greatest Ring Fight 
of Years. 



Cau-son, March 17. — ^The many old 
scores between Robert Fitzsimmons and 

James J. Corbett have been wiped out, 
and after a battle of fifteen rounds, hard 
fought all the way through, Lanky Boh 
wears the honors of the world's cham- 
pionship. Ho has won them on bis 
merits, and his friends boast proudljr tO" 
night that every prediction mado for 
their man has been more than verified— 
while on the other hand the fallen cham- 
pion's supporters have nothing to blame 
him for. " tientleraan Jim " fought his 
bcRt light; took his punishment without 
the Busjiicion of weakening; and died 
game. It was the battle of hia life for 
each of them, and never was prize 
light brought off in this country more 
tienernlly satisfactory to the spectators, 
for e\'en the heaviest losers cannot but 
accept the result philosophically as the 
fortune of war. Indeed, the Corbett 
contingent, without any eacriiice of loy- 
alty ,* are aa ready as Fitzsimmons' best 
friends to do hbnor to 'his prowess, his 
skill, his indomitable fighting grit, and, 
above all, his ring generalship. For, 
lighting his own battle all the way 
tbrougli, he won quite as much by head- 
work as by pluck, speed and strength. 
Both men were in theacme of condition; 
both were in the ring to fight for all that 
was in them ; both gave evidence of first 
grade ability and sand — but both can- 
not be champion, and the better man 
haT tbe call. 

The eagle eye of Muldoon quickly de- 
tected Corbett's weak point Tuesday. 
He lacked the calmness' and perfection 
of confidence that were the conspicuous ■ 
features of Fitz' bearing, and irritability 
is fatal to a fighter when he has such a 
man as the Cornishman in front of him. 
Then, too, he listened to and -weighed ' 
every piece of in(or|natio.n as. to his 6p- 
ponent-and paid close'/attention .to the 
adviicie-of' - each- of hisHfalrier^^wBile • 
Fitzsimtnnns on the other band trained 
himself, kept cool, and went into the 
ring prepared to ■ overcome anything, 
with unlimited confidence in his own fit- 
ness and skill to do up .bis man. Miil- 
doon's forecast unquestionably bad its 
eilect on tbe late betting — what little 
there was of it — and though Cor'bett 
went into the fight a quoted favorite, the 
odds were iuainly theoretical. 

The crowd gathered early, and at 11 
o'clock everyone who had secured a seat 
was in possession. A quarter of an hour 
later the 3,000 odd sports cheered as one 
man when Billy Jordan made his way 
to the riniz", John L. Sullivan at his Hide. 
Jordan announced that he was present 
to challenge the winner for a fight with 
the old lion for .^5,000 a side. $1,000 be- 
ing on deposit with the New York 
World as a guarantee of good faith, and 
Sullivan himself being lustily called for, 
jumped into the ring and explained. 

"Gentlemen, he said, "there is 
nothing I can add to Mr. .Jordan's re- 
marks. I think there is one more light 
left in me and I am here for business." 

Next came Billy Madden, who took 
tho platform ten minutes later to inform 
the world that he had deposited !l;2,500 
with Warren Lewis of New York for a 
light within one year between the win- 
ner and Joe Goddard. 

He in turn was followed by Tom 
Sharkey, for whom a depositor $2,500 had 
been made with the New York Journal 
for a mill with the victor of the day. 
The sailor received quite a hearty wel- 
come, and made a little speech of be- 
coming brevity. 

'I have met both. of these'inen," he 
said, "and I would like to have the 
first chance. I don't think .either ot 
them has anything on me." 

The crowtl clieered and Sharkey 
climbed olftbe platform, 
The last train having arrived, the 
rowd beginning to wax impatient, and 
tho principals chafing for tho work be- 
fore them, Referee Silier made the 
formal announcements at a quarter to 12, 
and amidst rounds of applause escorted 
Mrs. Fiteimmona and Houseman to the 
box reserved for them behind |the 
Cornisbnian's corner. Mrs, Bob was 
not the only woman present for 
for about a dozen well-dressed, good- 
looking females were in the crowd, the 
majority braving the gaze of tbe aBsem-; 
blage unveiled. 

Just at three minutes to noon Silier 
called to the men to j^t ready,' and they 
promptly replied that .they were ready 
and waiting. Then he told them to 
come in. FitzsimraonB came from his 
dressing room in a blue abd pink dress- 
ing gown — Julian led 'the procession, 
and tlie other three followed. Corbett 
came in a minute later with bis seconds. 
Both men were duly cheered, and as

Silier was announced as re- 
feree, and the official timekeeper wag 
Muldoon. The seconds for Fitzsimmons 
were Boeber, Hickey, Julian and Stenz- 
ler, and his timekeeper, Louis House* 
man. For Corbett, MoVey, White, De- 
lany, Woods, and Donaldson weife sec- 
ontis, and Colville, timekeeper.

Tlie PoAvers and Cretan Autonomy 
—Secret NeKotiations Betweju 
' Athens iand St. P'etersburar. ' 



LojsuoN, March 17.— It is announced 
that a detachment of GOO men from tlio 
.Seaforth Highlanders has l)een ordered 
to the island of Crete immediately from 
Malta, ^he veBsels belonging to tlie 
Britieh Mediterraneao squadrou, now 
at Malta, have been instructed to sail 
immediately for Crete to reinforce the 
British squadron there. 

The correspondent of the Times is in- 
formed on high authority that the ad- 
vance of Turlfish troops acroSH the fron- 
tier is now confldeutiy expected. Fifteen 
tliousand Greek troops will embaric at 
once for Volo. The government is re- 
serving XKi.OOO of specie for the payment 
of July con pons. 

The Chronicle says the ultimatum to 
proceed with the blockade will take the 
Jiumiliatiug form of a peremptory sum- 
jiions from the admirals to the Greek 
authorities. The Chronicle believes that 
nlthougli owing to jjresaure brought to 
to bear by the powers Bulgaria and 
Servia will remain neutral, yet in the 
event of war .Servia will send troops into 
old Servia to establish lier claims there. 

M. Averoll', the wealthy Greek of 
■ Alexander, who contributed a miliiou 
drachms towards the expense of the re- 
storatio.n of the Stadion, taua oil'ered to 
provide 40,000 uniforms. The Greelcs of 
Mareeilies bave sent £10,000 aa n con- 
tribution to the emergency war fund. 
The Times correspondent at Canea aays 
that autonomy is not in the least degree 
iinderetood Ijy the Mussulmans there, 
and it is not impossible that there w^U 
trouble when they learn that it means 
the departure of the garrison and ofli- 
cials. A strong force ought to be pres- 
ent when the oflicial proclamation is 
formally made. 

Canha, iMarch 17. — Col. Vassos has 
transferred his head(iuarters to Sphakia, 
4tie most mountainous and inaccessible 
position on the island. This is held to 
indicate that Greece is firmly resolved 
not to recall her troops, a step whicli is 
regarded as impossible in the face of the 
strong national feeling. Col. Vaa^os wil 1 
strongly fortify his new^camp, which is 
xeyictaaled for several inontbe. He is 
now able tq await the progress of events. 

The Russian consul has received 
formal instructions to proclaim autono- 
my to Crete, but the other consuls still 
it'inain without instructions. The ad- 
mirals consider this step has been taken 
toj late. xVtter a conference to-day the 
admirals addressed notes to their respec- 
tive embassies, declaring that if any por- 
tion of the marines should be withdrawn 
from Crete looting and lawlessness, 
greatly aggravated by hunger, will in- 
crease. 

L.MiissA, March 17. — The situation on 
the frontier ia now inllammable. At sev- 
eral points the sentries and outposts of 
the Turkish and Greek forces are within 
forty paces of each other. 

Xi;w YonK, March 17. — A dispatch to 
the Herald from St. Petersburg says : 
Bulgaria and Servia have in view of the 
condition of affair^ on ibe Grreek and 
Turtcish frontier foruiail^ communicat- 
ed their intention of remaining quiet. It 
may, however, be noted by those who 
doubt that nothing could have stopped 
those two countries from breaking out 
into war should Crete liave beep given 
to Greece, and further, that the i)resent 
good behavior of both will be, it is thor- 
oughly understood, considered in their 
favor wlien the mapof Europe may need 
a change. 

The report that Italy is going to take 
the responsibility of restoring order in 
^rete is not exact, but in view of sim- 
plifying the action of plans under con- 
sideration, the fewest powers possible — 
say two or three — will undertake the 
occupation of Crete, one of whom will he 
Italy. 

Buasia's mind is made tip. Nothing 
can alter the decision , as it has constant- 
ly been telegraphed during the past ten 
days, because she has views far above 
(•heap clap-trap and the sentiments of 
Byronic societies, revolutionary agftat- 
ors, radical orators, boisterous students 
and Athenian demagogues. .She sees 
clearly that the great humanitarian 
(|uestion of peace would bo involved, 
iiiid with that there can be no trifling or 
liesitation. 

A special cable dispatch from the 
PrcfiS corre'sixHulent at Athena huvs : 
Secret negotiations ai'u ))rocci'(ling be- 
tween King George of Greece and iiuaaia. 
This information comes from a high and 
absolutely trustworthy authority. Bus- 
sia is undoubtedly j^iaying fi two-faced 
game with the Turkish government and 
with the powers. There is au under- 
standing that when the Greek army 
t:rosses the frontier Russia shall find a 
])retext to seize Con8taniinoi)le. The 
understanding, as far as King (_ieorge is 
concerned, ia that the conllic;t in the 
JJalkans, wliich is siire to follow ligliting 
on the frontier, and the disruption of 
tbeTurkiali empire, which would follow 
a seizure of Constantinople by the liua- 
sians, Greece is to be encouraged to seize 
Macedonia, wiih the Czar's promise in 
advance tiiat .she shall be permitted to 
retain the province. 



VICTORIA'S FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

i "Thc Insurance ftnd Fin.mce Chronicle" Dis- 
cusses the Situation in Victoria. 

in the March 1 issue of the Insurance 
anil Finance Chronicle of Montreal ia 
the following reference to the insurance 
situation in this city : 

" The Victoria (B.C.) underwriters re- 
cently waited upon the council of th.it 
city to' urge the necessity of a better sys- 
tem pf fire protection. The antiquated 
' plan is in vogue there of having only a 
very small fire brigade stationed at the 
lire hall, and the, rest , of . the moii scat- 
tered all over. th^ city, laome. of ^'^'^^ 
such a distance as to render their prompt 
presence at a fire impossible. fSuoh ser- 
vices require to be immediately rendered 
to Ije of value. The difleronco between 
iiremeii getting to a lire instantly and 
arriving in a quarter of an hour, or oven 
sooner, is the diHereuco lietweon a 
tritlingandft serious loss. Tlie insur- 
ance companies of Victoria, B.C., are 
more heavily taxed than in any other 



city in Canada. They pay at present by 
taxation a large share of the cost of the 
city's fire protection. This Is not equit- 
able, as their interest in the properties 
of the city are certainly inconsiderable 
compared to the total interests of the 
owners of properties. 

" The system of a 'call' lire brigade 
is well enough for a village ; but for a 
city like Victoria, which contains 
twenty millions worth of property, it is 
inadequate, and a peril to the city. To 
such an imperfect system ie attributable 
a number of conflagrations which have 
destroyed townq and cities larger than 
Victoria. The underwriters in the de- 
mand have all the reaao|i and . sound 
judgment on their side, as nothiiig can 
be urged against a well-equipped Hre 
brigade for bo important a city which is 
worth the trouble of stating, much less 
of formally answering. A city without 
an efficient fire brigade has little respect 
for its own credit as a municipality, and 
less for the very large jjroprietory inter- 
ests which it is the duty of a municipal 
council to protect. Sooner or later, Vic- 
toria will sutler for its neglect, aa such 
presumptuouB indifference about fire 
protection ia certain to l)ring a penalty" 

STOCK MARKETS FLAT. 

Upwjy-d Tendency in Hew York Checked— 
Business in London Stagnant. 

Nkw YoiiK, March 17.— The reaction- 
ary element on the stock exchange were 
able to check, in part, the upward ten- 
dency of prices to-day as the net result 
of the day's trading, the general loss of 
a fraction in moat of the Vanderbilt 
a hares being the only exception. The

Opinions in regard to 
a change in the bank rates of discount 
to be fixed to-morrow, are evenly 
divided. The best quarters, perhaps, 
expect no change. Except in Lake 
Shore and Illinois Americans were lower 
in sympathy with the other markets."

THE RICHES OF SLOGAN. 

Twelve Slocan mines sent to Kaslp 
last week sufficient ore to make their 
output for the year worth $3,900,000, if 
the present rate is continued. The prob- 
ability is that it will be exceeded, but 
even if it shall not go beyond fi, 000, 000 
the amount will be remarkable. Let us 
make a few compariaons by way of illus- 
tration. The total output of coal in 
Nova Scotia in 1895 was worth f8,540,616 
The total output of tlio Canadian copper 
mines in IH'.io was $2i9,22;t. Tlio total 
output of iron for tliu same year was 
worth .$238,070. The value of all the 
the gold produced in Canada 
1895 was $1,010,900 that of the 
silver $1,158,633. Now let 
take up another line. The total value 
of all the coal exported from the Domin- 
ion in the year endin;;- June 30, ISOG 
was $:!,■!.')■/, Ki") ; that of canned aaluion 
$2,536,755; Nova Scotia's export of lum- 
ber was $2,272,879; Ontario's whole ex- 
port of manufactures was $4,092,397; 
all the exports of New Brunawick, e:;- 
cept lumber, combined were worth .'>3,- 
3(')J:,3'Ji) : all the exports of Manitoba 
wore worth $2,005,8(57. Compare these 
tigurea with the prospective output oi 
these twelve Slocan mines. Consider, 
moreover, that the year 1897 will wit- 
ness great development in Slocan and 
then reflect that Slocan is only one of 
the rich mining fields of this province. 



THE CANADIAN PRESS.

The oro receipts at Kaslo for the week 
..just ended are the largest in the history 
of the Slocan district, reaching the mag- 
nificent total of 800 tons. This ore came 
from twelve mines and represents a 
value of $75,000. This is a spledid 
sum to be poured out to ithe owners of 
the mines represented. It me.ang nearly 
$4,000,000 a year. And yet tlie Slocan is 
a new district and is in its early infancy. 
It ia just beginning to attract the atten- 
tion of the world, but before the close of 
1897 its position as the rioheat silver pro- 
dncer of this or.any other icontinent will 
be universally conceded. — Rossland 
Miner.

Our citizen^ propose to, in the im- 
mediate future, present to the legisla- 
ture of this province a ".balance sheet," 
showing the amounts of money Trail has 
contributed to the province and the 
large blank apace that represents the 
money the province has contributed to 
the improvement and protection of the 
town, and will ask for an appropriation 
to improve our streets and protect our 
town from fire, flood and other threaten 
iug evils.

Thus it appears that instead of a debt 
of appalling magnitude having been 
piled up by subsidizing railways the pro- 
vincial treasury has a balance to the 
credit of that department of the public 
expenditure. It i^ true that the Pro- 
vince is the guarantor of the principal 
and interest of the bonds issued by the 
Kaknsp stnd Slocan railway, which 
amount to $647,072, but this is secured l)y 
a mortgage on tlie road, and we would 
like to have tbe Miner express its honest 
belief as to whether or not that road is 
likely to earn tbe interest in the future. 
This interest calls for $2o,88'2.87 per an- 
num. Under present arrangements the 
governgrient receives 40 per cent, of the 
gross earnings of the road, which in the 
year June 30, !S9G, amounted to $11,- 
2(i(i.l3. Those bondH are redeemable in 
1918. Will the Miner go on record atj 
saying that tbe development of Koote' 
nay will be so meagre that this road will 
not, during the next 21 years, earn 
enough to meet the interest and pro- 
vide a sinking fund to take up the 
Ijonds" Unless the Miner is preiiared 
to contend that the road has reached its 
maximum earning capacity, or iiracti- 
cally 80, it cannot logically claim that 
the assumption of tbe guarantee for tbe 
bonds of this road has added one dollar 
to the inilebtedncas of the Prwince; for 
as the I'.bove ligurea show , the govern- 
ment has received on account of the 
Xakusp and ."Uocaii more than it has 
paid out on ita account. 

The Sbuswap and Okanagan and 
tbe Victoria ' and Sidney bonds 
are not a permanent liability* 
They entail annual charges for interest 
amounting in round numbers to $71,700. 
Tiie payiiienta on these accounts bo far 
total at $249,707.46, but against them arc 
leS^ipta from the Dominion for subsidy 
for tbe 4.l^t,named road and earnings of 
that roaH amounting to $204,321,81. So 
that the total burden which the treasury 
iias had to bear on account of these two 
roads is $45,502.65, which is more than 
oH'aet, as shown above, by the receipts 
from the Nakuap and Slocan. How much 
longer the Sbuswap and Okana- 
gafi will continue to be unable 
to meet its own interest — last 
year it paid nearly 20 per cent, of it- 
is a matter for speculation, but in view 
of the early construction of railway con-

LEGISLATIVE NOTES. 

The private bills before the legiBlature 
are many and the questions involved in 
them r.re intricate. It is to be hope:.) 
that no considerations as to time will in- 
fluence either side of the house to hurry 
these bills through. Better that the ses- 
sion should be a prolonged one than that 
mistakes should be made in private 
legislation. The great source of danger 
is in the fact that when capital has been 
invested on the strength of legislative 
enactment, the privileges conferred be- 
come in a sense vested rights, and it is 
not very easy and not -always fair to 
abridge them^ even though the public 
interest may seem to demand it. 

Supply goes over until Tuesday. 

There seems to be a disposition on the 
part of a few members of the house to 
interpose all manner of obstacles to the 
investment of capital in this country. If 
some of those gentlemen who believe 
themselves to be advanced reformers 
could have their 'way every man having 
a dollar to invest would shun this pro- 
vince as they would a plague spot. Wo 
cannot get capital to develop our re- 
sources if wo surround investment with 
novel and burdensome restrictions. 

It is understood that a number of 
ladies are prei)aring for a descent upon 
the legislature to present their claims to 
the ballot. When the fateful hour comes 
the serHeant-at-'arine should be directed 
to lock the door and let no guilty man 
escape. 

Mr. Kennedy's insurance bill looks 
like a premium on incendiarism. Of 
course nothing is farther from the pro- 
moter's intention than to make it an ob- 
ject for persons wliose property is over- 
insured to have it destroyed by fire; but 
if it is the law that an iiisurunco com- 
pany shall pay the amount of the jiolicy 
no matter what may be the value of the 
property, the temptation to overvalue 
property and then have it burned will 
be very great. It is a man's own fault 
if he insures his property for more than 
it is worth, and no one should he allowed 
to fake advantage of his own wrong. 

The bill had a close call on second 
reading — only the Speaker's vote saving 
it. One would fancy that its final fate 
would not be in much doubt. Have the 
friends of this measure counted the cost 
of it in case it becomes law. One thing 
may always be taken as certain, namely, 
that the greater the burden imposed on 
the insurance company the greater the 
charges to be paid by the insured. I 
such a law in force anywhere else, and if 
so how does it work',' 

Tlie precedents which establish the 
custom under which Mr. Speaker gives 
his casting vote for a second reading are 
reasonable, There are other opportuni 
ties to kill an objectionable bill and a 
measure which half the house wants 
l)as.sed may well be allowed to go into 
tb^hands of the committee of the whole 
for lurtber discussion.

1 am not prepared to 
say that the adjournment to Nelson by 
Mr. Stone though in rcy opinion im- 
proper, was in excess of his jurisdiction, 
aa lie was when issuing the summons 
acting within his jurisdiction, neither 
am I prepared to say that Mr. Forin, a 
stipendiary magistrate for the province, 
when he heard the complaint was acting 
without his authority.

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PROVINCIAL LEGISLATURE. 

TUrd Session of Uie Seventh Farliament. 

••' TWENTY-FIFTH DAY. 

Wednksdav. JIarch 17. 
\ Tho Speaker took the chair at 2 
•o'clock. 

! Prayers by Rev. Ganon BeanlandH. 

Mr. Helmckea preeented a^'petitiom 
ir»ni the West, Kootenay Land.fCo. 
against any interference with their lands 
in West Kootenay by private bills legis- 
lation. 

TliB railway committee reported the 
preftitible proved of the bill to incorpor- 
ate the Nanaiino-Alberni railway and 
submitted the same with amendments. 

The report was read and received. 

The printing committee reported re- 
fOmiiiBuding tliat certain roturns al- 
ready preaented to the house be prin'ed. 

The house formally went into cocanit- 
tee of supply, Mr. Hunter in the chair. 

The committee rose and reported, and 
on motion of tho Premier, seconded by 
Hon. G. B. Martin, it was decided that 
the house should again go into commit- 
tee ol supply on Tuesday next. 

Mr. Graham introduced An Act to 
amend the Game Protection amendment 
Act, 1896. The bill was read a lirst time. 
There was considerable opposition to 
second reading, a motion being made for 
the six months hoist. On a narrow ma- 
jority, hoirever, the ciecond reading was 
fixed for to-morrow, 

Mr. Williams asked the Attorney- 
General whether it is the intdntion 
of the government to introdnce legis- 
lation at the present session for the 
relief of those municipalities disincorpor- 
ated by reason of the Uiefranchisement 
of the electors thereof by the Municipal 
Clauses Act, IS'.Iti, and the Muuicijial 
Election Act, ISilG?" 

Hen. IX M. Eberts — It is the intention 
of tiie governme)it to appoint a special 
cominiltei! to wliicti this matter will be 
referred along witli other matters. 

3Ir. (iratiam asked the Minister of 
Mines : 

By section oi) of the Mineral Act, free 
miners are compelled to pay $5 per acre 
upon the issuing of a crown grant for a 
mineral claim within the railway tielt. 

1. Has the provincial authorities any 
control over this charge? 

2. Does tliis money go into the Pro- 
vincial or Dominion treasury? 

.■). If into the Dominion treasury, does 
any agreement or compact exist witli the 
Dominion aiitliorities for the insertion of 
such a provision in tho mineral act? 

-I. If such a compact or agreement 
dot^H exist, wliat is the nature of it? 

il'ju. Col. Baker replied: 

1. "Xo," 

"Tlio money is paid into the Do- 
minion treasurv." 

3. "Yesf." 

4. "The agreement has been published 
in the sessional papers of 1890." 

Tho house went into committee on the 
West Kootenay Power and Light Uo. 
bill, rose, reported progress and asked 
leave to sit again. 

The report of the Revelstoke, Trout 
Lake and' Big Bend Telephone Co. bill 
%ra8 adopted. 

The house went into committee on the 
Cassiar Railway bill, Mr. Williams in 
chucl}air, and reported the bill with 
ameiidineiits. 

The following bills were read a second 
time: Lardeau Railway, Mr. Hume; 
East Kootenay Itailway, Mr. Hume; 
Vancouver, Victoria and f^astern Kail- 
way, Mr. Booth; Stickeen and Teslin 
Lake Railway, Mr. Helmcken ; andKas- 
lo and Lardo-Duncan Railway, Mr. 
Hame. 

BONGHEKS UESKRVH. 

The Provincial Secretary presented 
correflpondeuce between tho Dominion 
and Provincial governments in regard to 
tlie removal of the Songhees Indians. 
An extract from a report of the commit- 
tee of the Privy council at Ottawa states 
that the delay in the commisaionera get- 
ting to work is that, owing to a dilfer- 
ence of opinion as to the scope of the 
proposed commission, no instructions 
have been sent to the commissioners. 
The order-in-council accompanying con- 
tained the following suggestions from 
the province: 

1 . Province to bear whole cost of re- 
moving Indiana. 

2. That in consideration of a doubt as 
to the (luestion of the ownership of tlie 
fee simple of the lands, the province 
should hand over to tho Dominion gov- 
erninent the fee simple of the lands 
selected as a reserve in lieu of the pre- 
sent reserve. 

3. The present reserve to become pro- 
perty of province. 

The Dominion, moreover, is of opinion 
that the plan proposed was not sufh 
ciently comprehensive to secure a fina 
disposal of the question, and therefore 
recominends: 

1. The ajipointment of commissioners 
to select a new reserve ; to value it and 
the present reserve, and assess the value 
of difrerence ; such dilference to be made 
gooil by the province; conveying tho 
new reserve in fee simple to tlie Dom- 
inion; the Songheea reserve to revert to 
the province. 

2. The Indians to be compensated for 
their improvements. 

3. The commission to negotiate with 
the Indians as to arrangements for their 
removal and to fix the time, the expense 
to be borne by the province. 

4. The expenses of each commissioner 
to be paid by his government. 

5. Nothing agreed upon in this matter 
to afTect tho claims of either government 
as to other Indian reserves. 

fl. The report of commissioners to be 
subject to the approval of the respective 
governments and tho Indians to be con- 
senting parties to tho removal. 

As to tlie division of the Indian re- 
serves in British Columbia, the Domin- 
ion governiiientdo not think itadvisable 
until theaupremo court decides respect- 
ing the rights of tho Dominion and Pro- 
vince as to the Indian reserves in tho 
Provinfe. 

A copy of the report of a committee 
of Executive Council of British Colum- 
bia, dated 15tb March, contains the fore- 
going and states further that the pro- 
vincial secretary submits that it would 
not be equitable for the interest of Brit- 
ish Coliiuibia to introduce into the nego- 
tiations the qnestion of any compensa- 
tion to tho Indians for their removal 
other than that ef rehabilitation. Tho 
present .value of the Songhees re- 
serve is not auxiliary to tho 
re-location of the Indiana upon ground 
which Arould satisfy their desires. The 
value of the present Songhees reserve 
has been created by causes entirely in- 
dependent of tho said Indians, and in 
spil« of their casioms, habits and avoca- 
tions, aiid, although the iSonghees In- 



dated April 30, 1850, the use of the lands 
" that our village sites and enclosed 
fields are to be kept for our own use, for 
the use of our children and for those 
who may follov/ UB," it does not bar a 
voluntary surrender the rights of loca- 
tion in consideration of another reserve 
being given in place of it. Inasmuch as 
the province agrees to vestthe fee simple 
of the new reserve in the Dominion it is 
only equitable that the title to the fee of 
the present Songhees reserve should con- 
tinue vested in the province; "If an 
agreement can be arranged," the. minnte 
continues, " with the Dominion gov- 
ernment in accordance with ,the^afore- 
said views of the province the 'remaining 
clauses, 2, 3, 4, 5 and 0. of the. .proposal 
as contained in the Privy Oouncil re- 
port may be agreed to by the province 
as a basis upon which the joint commis- 
sion may act." This minuteis approved 
by the Lieut.-Governor. 

FIRE INSORANCE. 

Mr. Kennedy in moving tho second 
reading of his Fire Insurance Policy Act 
Amendment bill stated that it was for 
-the purpose of providing that wlieu a 
lire insurance company took insurance 
on a building or ti.'cturcs or machinery 
it should pay the whole amount of the 
policy in case of fire, unless it was shown 
that the insured had made false repre- 
sentations which tho company had not 
been able to detect. 

Mr. Rithet in moving that the bill be 
given the six months lioist, stated that 
the bill was in effect to introduce what 
was known by insurance men as the 
value clause. Instead of being a benefit 
to the public it would inflict a haidship 
and would result in people havii.';; to 
pay higher premiums than at present for 
every company would be obliged to have 
a special valuator for each line of busi- 
ness on the premises or stock on which 
a policy was desired. If at present there 
was ill any case a higher premium 
paid than the value of the 
premises the fault was that 
uf the insured not of the company, 
the present time if a man makes an 
application for insurance he names the 
value of the i)roperty which it is desired 
to insure and his statement is taken as 
correct by the coiijpany. When fire 
comes the whole thing is put in the 
hands of the valuator ; in the case of a 
dispute experts are called in and if the 
stock is proven to be worth what t,he 
insurer claimed the company had to pay 
the whole of the loss up to the amount 
of the policy. What fairer proposition 
could there be than that? Mr. Kithet, 
besides showing that Mr. Kennedy's bill 
wonld result in- raising the insurance 
rates read from the Coast Review to 
show that the effect would be to make 
dishonest (..eople turn incendiaries if by 
that means they could secure more than 
the actual amount of tho loss. 

The Premier spoke briefly in support 
of Jlr. Rithet's views and read an article 
from an insurance paper bearing on the 
subject. 

Mr. Semliu said that if it was immoral 
for a man to have his property insured 
for more than it was worth it was equally 
immoral for a company to take a 
premium and then not pay the full 
amount of the policy, but only the 
amount of the actual loss found. 

Mr. Rithet explained that if a man's 
property depreciated lie could always 
reduce the amount of his policy. 

Major Mutter said there were two 
sides to the question, and there was 
something wrong with the fire insurance 
la w as at present. He could not see that 
ihis bill would help them out at all. 

Mr. Macpherson argued that the conr 
panics on tho Coast were a close com 
bine, and there was practically no op 
position, so instead of open competition 
the public could only get what the com 
panics agreed among tliemselvea to give, 
He could not see any immorality in a 
company being obliged to pay the 
amount of insurance on tho amount for 
which tliey were paid premiums. The 
insurance companies should be forced to 
make returns to the house so that it 
might be seen exactly what profits the 
comiianies made in this province. 

Mr. Graham was in favor of the bill. 

Mr. Williams opposed the measure 
Insurance was only indemnity for lose, 
and therefore the insured had not tho 
right to receive mo|;e than the amount 
of their loss. However,. where a com- 
pany had been carrying a risk for a 
greater amount than it was worth, the 
company should refund the , difference. 
If the bill could bo amended to meet 
this view he would be willing to support 
it, but not otherwise. 

Mr. Booth, in reply to Mr. Macpher 
son's contentions, said that a fire miijlit 
come to-morrow that would destroy all 
the profits tho companies liad niiide and 
more, too. He agreed with Mr. liithet 
that the bill, if adopted, would increase 
the expense of insuring, and he therefore 
wonld vote against it 

After some lurther discussion the sec- 
ond rending was carried, the vote br mg 
1- to 13, the Speaker in pursuance of '.he 
English practice voting with the affirm- 
ative. 

MU.S'IClrAI. ELECTIONS. 

Mr. Sword, in moving the second read 
ing of] his Municipal Elections Act, 1S9G 
Amendment bill, said it was for ttie pur- 
pose of remedying tho mistake made last 
year in df))riving the non-resident rate 
nayers of ihidr votes. 

Mr. Williams was sorry the bill did 
not go further and remedy the trouble 
which took place in North Vancouver 
where, when an election came on t his 
year, there was only one man (lualilied 
as a resident to vote. 

A little fun was made about tho lone 
resident i f Nortli Vancouver, tho Attor 
ney General saying that he would prob- 
ably move to-morrow that a committee 
should consider the municipal act 

The second reading was carried 

The Premier presented returns of pay- 
ments Diade to the Western World. 

The Premier presented a return of the 
moneys donated to the Kamloopa fire 
company prior to the incorporation of 
the town. The sums, indudinjc the 
period from 1887 to 1803, amounted to 
.^2,750, and were paid in to tho treasurer 
of the company. 

Hon. G. B. Martin presented corres- 
pondence fe the purchase of a parcel of 
land near Grand Forks by Miss J. 
Davoy. 

Hon. G. I>. Martin in reference to the 
return asked for of correspondeneo rela- 
ting to the governmunt reaervo in 
Pleasant valley, stated that it could not 
bo brought down until information has 
been received from the Cariboo agency. 

The house then adjourned.

Fitzsiinraons Fights His Way to Victory 
Indill'erent to Punishment. 

At 12 :0G the men stepped to the centre 
of the ring. Fitzsiinmons' face was nl- 
moat axpressionlesa, but Corbett stood 
like a panther ready for the spring, dart- 
ing forward at tho stroke of the gong, 
with a fearful look of hatred on his face. 
For a moment the men danced around 
and soon Corbett's countenance had 
taken on its customary lighting grin, and 
he settled down to the battle of hiB 
life. He landed several blows in the 
first round, one of which was 
on the cheek and staggered the 
auburn-haired fighter, while the latter 
returned the compliment with two hot 
ones on the head and a body blow or bo.

Corbett Beomed to have the 
best of the round, but none of tho blows 
were hard. 

When tliey cumo up for tho third 
rouutl, Corbett lost no time, but got in 
a left on the belt. About this time lie 
seemed supremely coiilident, while Fit/.- 
simmons was a little bit nervous. The 
crowd shouted when Fitzsimmon.s land 
ed his left on Jim's law. Just as tho 
bell rang Corbett was about to hit Fitz- 
simmons, whose arms were down. Jle 
recovered himself, however, and both 
men laughed good naturedly. 

In the fourth, Corbett landed a hard 
right on Fitzsimmons' ear during a 
clinch, and Fitzsimmuns missed a vicious 
left swing that would have ended the 
business had it lauded.

Q'liouaaiKls of Refugees Flying' to 
Cauea— Collision Between Greeks 
and Turks Expected. 



War Inevitable — llevolution 
Evei-y Greek Island Certain— 
Tremeudoua Excitement. 



Oakka, March 17»— The situation at 
Canea fa daily becoming more serious 
owing to the influx of thousands o[ pen- 
niless refugees. The local government 
is at present able to supply each with a 
couple of pounds of bread daily, but even 
this cannot continue, A similar deplor- 
able condition of things exists at Betimo 
and Candia. During six hours of fight- 
ing outside the latter town yesterday, 
six Turkish soldiers were killed and L'o 
wounded. 

Nkw Yoiii;, March 17.— James Creel- 
man, war correspondent of the Journal 
on the Greek frontier, is at Yolo, in 
Thcsaaly, near which point a collision 
hetwetn tlie Greek and Turkish forces 
forces is momentarily exjiected. The 
Greek Boldiere, Mr. Creelmau cables, are 
v.-ild with e.Kcitement. He adds: "A 
To\r goea up along the Greek frontier for 
an immediate advance across the moun- 
tains to attack the dread Turkish host 
lying in the Macedonian plains beyond. 
The Greeks are placing infantry on tho 
actual line of the frontier, and so are tho 
Turks. Prince Nicholas, who commands 
a battery of artillery at Larissa, haa 
been constantly telegraphing hia fatlier 
in the palace. The air is full of shout- 
ing and sounds of preparation for battle 
and great masses of troops are being 
fci' warded from Athens and other 
points. 

Ktiin I'Fsha, the Turkish field mar- 
shal who eoinmanda the whole force in 
Macedonia, aays that when war begins 
Turkey will not bo satislied with any- 
thing lets than the comiuest of Greece. 
But if he could see the rushing, singing 
procession of armed Greeks and peasants 
moving toward the frontier and 
should know how many thouaands 
of rifles" are secreted among the 
Christians in Macedonia he might 
might change his mind. Tho moment 
war begins there will be a revolution in 
every Greek island ; I'^ijrirus and ]\lace- 
ilonia will bo siniultaneously attacked 
by insurgents within and the Greeks 
without. Fven if the Greeks are beaten, 
they know that Russia and the other 
great powers will destroy European 
Turkey,"
